Mr. Armistead was the oldest pub- 
lic official of the city or county, and 
one of the oldest in any public office 
in Georgia. His tenure was surpass- 
ed by very few men, one of whom -is 
Comptroller - General William A. 
Wright, who has held his office more 
than forty years, and who received 
and filed in his office every tax digest 
made up by Mr. Armistead. 

Probably ‘no man in. Fultoh ¢ounty 
knew more péople by name than Mr. 
Armistead. Very few men had a per- 
sonal acquaintance approximating his. 
By hundreds he was affectionately 
addressed and referred to as “Uncle 
Tom.” He was a man of the keen- 
est insight into human nature, a man 
of rich and lovable gifts of person- 
ality, whose friendships grew strong- 
er with the years. 

Mr. Armistead’s favorite diversion 
was fishing. He was one ofthe oldest 
members of the Hémosa Fishing 
club, an organization of Atlantans 
owning a fine fishing place on. the 
gulf coast of Florida, and had gone 
there regularly on his vacations for 
twenty-five years or more. 

Belonged to Many Orders. 

He was a Mason, a Shriner, a 
Knight Templar .and a member of the 
Order of Red Men. 

His immediate surviving relatives 
are his widow, who, was Miss Annie 
Huson, of this city: five sons and two 
daughters.

America Changed.

The United States, 
as 1 first knew ‘it some thirty years 
ago, is now almost another country, 
though the basic element of American 
character is the same. 

“I go to the United States often 
and can watch the gradual changes. 
Other countries, and especially those 
which have only lately been affected 
by the newspaper, the moving picture, 
the professional propagandist and the 
automobile, have changed much more 
suddenly. 

“It had not occurred to me when I 
entered India that Kipling’s pictures 
of Anglo-Indian life, which seemed to 
me so accurate when I went to India 
to read them thirty years ago, are 
almost as unlike modern Anglo-India 
as 
are unlike th ngland of today. Even 
the very wo ‘Anglo-Indian’ 
changed its meaning.’ ‘Anglo-Indian’ 
in India is now the officiala@erm for’ 
the half-caste, known as the Burasian 
(short for European-Asian). 


Vast Movements. 


“Many of the worid’s changes are 
superficial, and the superficial is that 
which first meets the eye everywhere, 
But there are certain vast world 
movements that have begun to show 
themselves, just as the geysers in the 
Yellowstone park make manifest that 
there is a big something inside the 
earth that we do. not see. 


“When I set out last summer for 
Washington, inspired by bracimg con- 
versations with President Harding 
and Mr. Hughes, I had one or two 
objects in view—health, visita to Brit- 
ish territories likely to suit immi- 
grants, a‘further study of the move- 
ment of which the world is about to 
hear so much, namely, Pan-Islamism, 
Moslemism or Mohammedism, or 
whatever you choose to call it, but 
very much ‘Pan.’ 


“Two farseeing books, the ‘New: 
Power of Islam’ and the ‘Rising Tide 
of Color,’ both by the same American 
author, should be in the library of 
every One who wants to know some- 
thing about the world of 1950. 1) 
had already on several occasions 
dipped into the questions dealt with 
therein in visits to the chief Moham- 
medan © countries—Turkey, India, 
French and Spanish Morocco, Egypt, 
Palestine and elsewhere. 

“We are inclined, I thipk, to at- 
tribute too much of what is happen- 
ing in the world to the war. The war. 
for example, did not create labor un- 
rest throughout the world; it merely ; 
accelerated it. Mohammedanism as a 
religion was spreading much more 
rapidly than ristianity before the 
war. But what the Moslems consider 
to be the ill treatment of Turkey 
since the war has bound them more! 
closely together and quickened that 
which has been crawling along for 
centuries. The world is now face to 
face with a body of earnest believers, 
some,.of the fanatics, numbering, ac- 
cording to their own estimate, between 
800,000, and 400,000,000; accord- 
ing to conservative Huropean and 
American estimates 250,000,000. 

Report of Travels. 

“You ask me for an account of my 
travels in general.

Ascetic Agitator. 


“Right across the world Gandhi— 
a mysteriO0s ascetic agitator—has sent 
his agents to Fiji, where they had suc- 
cessfully assisted in stirring up trvu- 
ble. As to Gandhi himself, I did not 
see him in India, though I heard much 
of him at first hand. His object—to 
put it briefiy—is to remove the white 
man from India, and to unite Indians, 
Mohammedans and Hindus alike in 
working for this purpose, whether they 
be résident in that cuuntry or South 
Africa or in Fiji or elsewhere. 


“In the good old times, dark colored 
agitators contented themselves with 
stirring up the folks at hdéme, today 
Gandhi and his lieutenants carry on 
‘their agitating everywhere they can 
organize a meeting or subsidize a 
newspaper. 

“You have had the Hindu and other 
manifestations of something like 
Gandhihism ‘in “several parts of the 
United States, particularly in San 
Francisco, you wil) remember. -But I 
find that even after these years of 
experience in bolshevic, German and 
other propaganda, the average Ameri- 
can or Briton seems surprised that 
the man with the yellow skin ar the 
dark skin should be going about 
spreading his doctrines with the facil- 
ity and often the capacity of a white 
‘missionary. It seems quite natural 
to us\that people living in the United 
Stateg should subsidize a misisonary 
and send him to India or China. Il 
cannot seé why it is surprising, there- 
fore, that the mar. of the east should 
be copying our example. He has been 
educated, and well educated, for .cen- 
turies in his own. way. To his own 
education is now added, moreover, a 
smattering of ours. : e of his new 
beliefs is that combination is power. 


Chief Trouble Centers. 


“Among the chief trouble centers of 
the world, some of which I have vis- 
ited before, are Japan, China, India, 
Egypt, Palestine. “ 

“The main difference I have found 
in- my revisits was that, whereas be- 
fore they wer2 separate and isolated, 
today they are Lecoming increasingly 
closely connected. 4 


“Looking at the map, you would not 
imagine that the Fiji islandd have any 
connection whatever with the Holy 
Land, but I find that they have.

I- priced 
mutton, which with tea forms the 
standard diet of the people, at from 
8 cents, 12 cents and 1.cents a pound. 

“Tt was after I left Australia and 
began’ to go nortn across the equator 
that I came to the country whose lat- 
ent nationalism. has been stirred b 
the war, by President Wilson’s @elf- 
determination speeches and by the ex- 
ample of Ireland. It was under the 
‘Stars and Stripes’ that I first met, 
among the Filipinos, agitators.for in- 
dependence, 

“In most parts of the western 
world and in the African world are 
people who are being led to school by 
the Europeans and Americans. In 
Java and Sumatra, for example, you 
have the Javanese guided by e 
Dutch ; in Egypt and India the Briton 
handing immense supplies of what is 
called education. Elsewhere are the 
French, who rule very well indeed. 
They are looking after the Moroccans 
‘in Africa and the Indo-Chinese in 
Asia. Uncle Sam has broken all edu- 
cational records, as to time, in that 
wonderful country comprising the 
many hundreds of Philippine islands. 
There the Americans have la ed 
care and attention upon these many 
kinds of natives with their eighty 
eZ and intense internal dis- 

es.

Atlanta’s “‘Unknown’’ Industries 


One of a series of short stories about 
well - established industries 
of which the public knows too little.

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NEATLY: prmted announcement 


sent out a few days ago to the 
customers of the I, V. Sutphin 


des |COMmpany carried the message that the 


fifth annual milestone in the Atlanta 
history of this concern had just been 
passed. 

The peculiarly uscful activities of 
this company in Atlanta are little 
known -to the general public, although 
five years ago when the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce succeeded in lo- 
cating the first southern branch. of 
this organization in .this.. city 
considerable’ publie:ty was then 
given to the possibilities fer good 
which such a concern meant fo At- 
lanta, 

The local branch is one of nine big 
plants which the Sutphin company 
maintains in various cities over the 


country where great quantities of 
waste paper, gathered from the ends 
of the earth, are assembled and 
prepared for shipment to the paper 
mills. 

During the five years since the At- 
lanta branch was opened, the. sur- 
rounding territory, reaching as far as 
Columbia, 8S. C., Montgomery, Ala., 
Jacksonville, Fla., Savannah, Colum- 
bus and Augusta, has been gradually 
developed so that today this city is 
the center of the waste paper industry 
of the southeast. 

This outside work, together with 
the development of a city wid: service 
for business houses, as well as public 
and private institutions, has required 
constant, painstaking and systematic 
organization has meant much to At- 
lanta and has resulted in building up 
a business here that gives employment 
to the heads of more than fifty fam- 
ilies every working day in the year, 

Marking Progress. 

In the old days waste paper was 
dumped in the alley for the sanitary 
department of the city to cart away, 
which in the course of a year meant 
that the hauling cost of thousands of 
tons of “refuse”? was thrust upon the 
city administration. 3 

Today not only is the aty xglieved 
of this expense, but thousands of 
dollars annually find their way to the 
pockets of Atlanta people for that 
which was previously thrown away, 
and waste paper now has a definite 
market. price. 

Before the coming of the Sutphin 
giant much of the waste paper was 

umped in yards and alleys adjoining 
business houses and manufacturing 
establishments, which increased the 
fire hazard.and created unsanitary 
conditions. These troubles long- 
er exist. Many firms now bale their 
waste paper with small commercial 
presses, and have it ready for the reg- 
ular calls of the Sutphin trucks. 

No. stabilized market .existe- before 
the establishment of this company’s 

lant. Only when. prices were high— 

igh enough to attract the attention 
of the casual ragpicker or junk deal- 
er—was there an outlet for the accu- 
mulations of. weeks or probably 
months. Now there is always a mar- 
ket for the local business house, even 
when the Sutphin company is forced 
to hold its stock in storage houses 


tnishes a market for its holdings, and 
this sometimes runs into months, 

The mill price for waste paper con- 
stantly fluctuates, mahy conditions 
entirely unfamiliar to .the average 
business man: causing. these irregulari- 
ties—the unexpected dumping last 
year in this ‘country of $8,000,000 
worth of waste paper by European 
concerns being sone instance. ‘This 
immense sum may in itself throw a 
new light upon the industry for those 
who think of waste paper in terms 
of that which is swept thoughtlessly 
out of the back door. 

A truck-load of waste paper _to 
the average citizen means nothing 
but a truck-load of trash. ‘To those 
in the industry it means much more. 
Such a load when received at_ the 
Sutphine plant, is elevated to the top 
floor of the building,‘and spread out 
in vast piles. ‘To all appearances it 
1s trash indeed, but with the aid of 
special. machinery, patent conveyors 
and handled by a gravity system di- 
rected by trained. and expert sorters, 
it soon begins to take on commercial 
aspects. 

rom one floor to another it 
passes through chutes and drops 
built especially for the jwrpose as 
it is sorted, cleaned and reorted by 
the experts in charge until on the 
ground floor it is ready for the tre- 
mendous. presses that bale it for 
shipment, graded into twenty-four 
distinct classifications, and in this 
| condition it is loaded on the cars that 
are backed into the loading depart- 
ment of the plant. 

This City’s Gain. 

Over 75 per cent goes to the mak- 
‘ng of kraft, box-board and kindred 
lines; the balance is used for the 
production of writing and ledger pa- 
per and magazine stock, all to return 
some day in different form—probably 
to the very home from which it set 
out upon its journey toward rejuve- 
nation—from payer mills in Michi- 
yan, Indiana, Ohio, Tennessee and 


rgia. 

The establishment of this plant 
brought a large initial investment to 
Atlanta; a four-story building with 
over 45,000 feet of floor space, is 
now necessary for the company’s op- 
erations: as previously stated, the 
heads of over fifty families are fur- 
nish steady ‘employment—all of 
these@pcople having been trained for 
the special work which they perform, 
but all of them Atlanta people; the 
city has been financially benefited 
by the relief given its sanitary de- 
rartment mentioned above; hundreds 


profited by thousands of dollars in 
the revenue derived from the sale of 
what has been to them a new by- 
product; thousands of dollars each 
year has gone to schools for waste 
japer gathered by ‘the children and

the public will do as it always has in 
the past and rush in and buy eagerly 
during periods of strength, : 

The average outside speculative buy- 
er will not purchase when prices are 
low, usually buying just when selling 
should be undertaken. Therefore it 
seems to be only just that those who 
would ‘buy when prices ate’ low and 
‘hold stocks until eonditions justify 
higher levels are entitled to the prof- 
its that accrue. The position has been 
taken because of a clear vision that 
‘business was improving, which many 
big financial and banking interests 
saw when the average person was 
intensely pessimistic. It. has been 
pointed out bere for six menths that 
1922 was going to be a year of, grow- 
ing earnings, restored dividends -and 
more general optimism. When these 
conditions are all a matter of the pres- 
ent and not the future, the public will 
buy stocks freely, and it would ap- 
pear that this is now near at hand, 

Money Surprises. 

One of the most surprising devel- 
cpments in recent years was the gas 
ing in call money to 3 1-2 per 1 
on March 15, a day when the govern 
ment withdrew $80,000,000 from. New 
York banks, when there were dividend 
payments and other s disburse- 
ments being made in bulk, and when 
income tax payments were taking 
place, In previous years, it has al- 
ways been a day of tight money. Not 
only did rates ease, but there were 
more funds available for loans than 


borrowers wanted. Time money con- 


tinued fairly firm. 

The money market is in a very 
strong opposition, and there are many 
indications that it will continue so. 
Frozen loans still exist, but the last 
of them are being liquidated_in most 
sections of the country. Business, 
banking and securities interests all 
ean look forward to a long period of 
healthy money market conditions, un- 
less something arises to disturb the 
present situation.

of 1921. That does not seem to be an 
encouraging beginning. However, this 
must be kept in mind: Only a few 
months ago the railroads were show- 
ing much larger decreases in gross 
with operating expenses still high, and 
consequently either operating deficits 
or little or no net operating income. 

This January, because of the re- 
markable reductions that have been 
made in operating expenses, the sev- 
enty roads in question show net op- 
erating income of $30,400, This 
past January a year ago these same 
seventy roads did not earn their: bare

Up During “Victory 
Week,” Says Leader. 


Approximately 70,000 bales of cot- 
ton were signed for the co-operative 
marketing pool by committees of the 
Georgia Cetton Growers’ Co-opera- 
tive association during “victory week” 


just passed, it was agnounced Satur- 
day by J. E. Conwell, Hart county 
farmer, in charge of the campaigns 

Three counties, Clarke, Bulloch and 
Franklin were reported to have gone 
over the top, making eight counties 
that have pledged the full quota. Be- 
fore April 1 it is expected that more 
than 200,000 bales of cotton through- 
out the state will have been signed 
under the Sapiro plan. 

Mr. Conwell, in a statement is- 
sued Saturday, declared the resuits 
during the past week were most en- 
couraging and that the success of the 
minovement was abselutely assured. 

Success Is Assured. 

“A considerable amount of cotton is 
still te be sighed up,” declared Mr. 
Conwell, “and it is going to require 


in order to complete the quota within 
the time limit, but we are now at a 
point where success is absolutely aa- 
sured if we stick to the work. 

“We have got nearly two weeks 
left in which to sign about 20,000 
bales. Instead of 20,000, however, 1 
hope to see at least 120,000 signed. 

“The movement is just beginning 
to sweep the state like wildfire. Doz- 
ens of new counties are beginning to 
get into the game. Business men 
and bankers are daily inquiring about 
some of the details of the cotton 
marketing contract, with a view to 
recommending its adoption by their 
farmer constituents. 

Bulloch county, the eighth in the 
state to go over the top, had a quote 
of 5 bales, reaching its- goal, 
therefore, means that Bulloch county 
will market at least one-third of all 
the ‘cotton produced in it during the 
19 1923, 1924, 1925 and 1926 


Franklin Goes Over. 

Franklin county, which went over 
just before Bulloch, signed more than 
11,000 bales, while Clarke reached a 
figure of 5,550. with predictions that 
it will sign more than 7,000, or one- 
half its productiof before the first of 
April. 

The first county to reach ita quota 
was Hart, having signed 8,000 bales 
previous to Christmas. 

Wheeler and Banks counties re- 
ported reaching their quotas last 
Tuesday.. Wheeler has signed more 
than two-thirds of all the cotton pro- 
duced within its limits, while Banks 
has already signed over half its pro- 
duction. 

Clay and Dedge counties reached 
their quotas Wednesday and Thure- 
day. each reaching one-third of their 
production. ; 

Complete returns on the “victory } 
drive” are expected to show 6 or 7 
more counties over the top.

The increase 1n crime is. being met 
by Georgia.communities by construc- 
tive efforts atem- the tide of crimi- 
nality at its sourte—in childhood. The 
past year has seen an unusual interest 
in the. problems of juvenile delin- 
quency. Georgia Rotary clubs, civic 
and women’s organizations have given 
the matter careful consideration, and 
in many counties the problem is being 
handled in a farsighted and capable 
manner. 

The most outstanding feature has 

n the increase in thé number of 
county juvenile courts from 8 to 
108, as a result of the campaign in- 


augurated by the state department of 
public welfare. Many of these courts 
are functioning with the real interest 
of the children at heart, as evidenced 
by the scores of letters which reach; 
thé welfare department requesting aid 
and advice in handling cases. 
.Thé department is carrying the 
campaign one step further in promot- 
jing the dftganization of an advisory 
boafd appointed by the juvenile judge 
This board, composed 
of an equal number of men and wom- 
en, as provided by law, will support 
the court in its protective work, act 
as volunteer. probation ‘officers. big 
brothers and big. sisters, and help to 
make thé court a vital influence upon 
child life. A handbook for juvenile 
courts, including suggestions based, on 
the experience of successful juvenile 
court work, and a digest of the laws 
for the protection of children, is being 
printed and will be distributed by the 
welfare department to all interested in 
the work as soon as it is off the

DRAINAGE PROGRESS. 


Macon authorities are giving 


tensive drainage project which 
will, if carried ‘out in accordance 
with the recommendations of a 
corps of sanitation engineers who 
have surveyed it, add more than 
100 acres to the habitable area of 
the city at a cost of not to exceed 
$60,000, and at the same time, in 
the words of the city health offi- 
‘cer, “it would mean the absolute 
ace.” 

The reclamation of waste swamp 
and semi-swamp lands in Georgia 
by drainage is a phase of our com- 
munity development that has been 
carried on to a greater e&tent than 
the general public knows anything 
about. It has not, in fact, received 
the publicity that it deserves, and 
it is safe to assume that the rark 
and file of the. people of Georgia 
have little knowledge of the real 
benefit such work has accomplish- 
ed for them and their state. 


In Cobb county, for example, the 
bottom lands lying along fifty 
miles of creeks and branches have 
been reclaimed by artificial drain- 
age operations, and vwextensive 
projects of similar character have, 
been completed, and others are 
now under way to completion, in 
various parts of north Georgia, the 
acreage involved aggregating’ tens 
of thousands of acres. 
Not only is the draining of 
swamp and near-swamp bottom 
lands the most effective means of 
ridding the community from ma- 
laria by eradicating the mosquito, 
but it means the reclamation of 
the most fertile type of land there 
is to be found in the country. 
Experience has demonstrated 
that the land thus reclaimed is 
of such productivity and, conse- 
quently, of such high value, that a 
well-planned drainage project, 
scientifically carried. out, soon 
pays for itself in the increased 
realty values that it places on the 
tax rolls of the county and state; 
beside—which is of even greater 
moment, in the long run, it adds 
immeasurably to the public safe- 
guard against the malaria menace. 
+ Macon is to be felicitated upon 
its * enterprise and progressive 
spirit in tackling its drainage 
problem in the big way, for by this 
means it will be abie to convert 
waste areas that now constitute a 
source of contamination and a 
menace to the health of the whole 
city into lands that will be of great 
value to the community in more 
ways than one.

PROSPERITY AND CORN.

their own hogs for market.

and feeding it to hogs—marketing 
it “on the hoof’—Georgia farm- 
ers, capable of- producing equally 
as good corn and as much to the 
acre, and with climatic conditions 
far surpassing those of the wést 
or north, can do the same thing, 
and better!

Ie it possible for the government 
of the United States to make any 
definite agreements with any of the 
other governments of the world upon/ 


mutual interests? That there are many 
such pressing questions vital to our 
peace and prosperity, whic pean ba = 
that such agreements shall be ar- 
ranged, no well informed man will 
deny. Our political, commercial and 
social interests have expanded until 
they touch in some important and 
sensitive way every nation on the 
earth. 

The obvious and simple method of 


be that responsible representatives of 
our government should meet like rep- 
resentatives of other governments and 
make such agreements as would be 
to the mutual interest of their respec- 
tive nations.. But under our consti- 
tution only the president, or his ap- 
pointee, is allowed to deal directly 
with foreign governments. He may 
meet representatives of other nations, 
and after the most thorough investiga- 
tion of the issues involved, aided . by 
the most learned experts, he signs an 
agreement, that agreement must be 
submitted to the senate and two- 
thirds of its members must give it 
their approval before it becomes ef- 
fective. 
The Tragedy of Treaties. 

Practically this plan of procedure 
has utterly. broken down. Within | 
the past quarter of a century, to go 
back no further, we have seen treaty 
after treaty, carrying within their 
provisions agreements of priceless 
value, tortured, to death, and buried 
beneath veritable avalanches of po- 
litical demagoguery. Even the few 
which have been enabled to run the 
gauntlet of these partisan logoma- 
chies, have. not represented the best 
judgment of those who negotiated 
them. And the reason is apparent. 
The president and those who act with 
him, must needs carry on their nezo- 
tiations with the thought of a parti- 
san political body by whom their ac- 
tions must be reviewed. They are 
not free to do the things which in 
‘their judgment will be for the best in- 
terests of the United States without 
the conscious limitation of the ques- 
tion, What can we get approved by 
the senate? 

Take the most striking example of 
President Wilson at Paris. He was 
absolutely the only living man who 
could even discuss the terms of peace 
with our allies and Germany. Twice 
elected president by the people, under 
our constitution he, and he only, was 
authorized to sign a treaty of peace. 
And yet here was presented this po- 
litical paradox, which has become the 
modern international scandal: the 
only man with whom we would allow 
the nations to negotiate a treaty of 
peace had no sooner signed the decu- 
ment, than, through our senate, we 
repudiated him and his signatare. We 
trusted the president with well-nigh 
limitless authority to maké war—plac- 
ing in his hands the lives, the prop- 
erty; the destiny of a nation—then 
in the hour of victory we refused 
him the authority to make peace; and 
today we stand impotent and humili- 
ated before the world.

* Faith Essential to Democracy. 


Here again, it seems to me, we 
face a fundamental truth of represen- 
tative democracy. Unless we are 
willing to trust our representatives 
with authority to perform certain 
definite tasks of government, and then 
hold them responsible for results, 
democracy can never function in any 
efficient way for the welfare of the 
people. There is an abnormal politi- 
cal skepticism growing out of a whole- 
some hatred of tyranny, which ex- 
presses itself in an unwillingness to 
trust men with political power for 
fear that they will use it to the hurt 
of the people. But we must remem- 
ber that, while it is true political 
power can be used to the hurt of the 
people, no man can help the people 
unless he is given the power to help. 
The traditional political “checks and 
balances” with which we have sought 
to protect the rights of the people 
have, in a number of instances, sim- 
ply paralyzed the efficiency of our 
government, Often there arise politi- 
cal crises demanding decision, when 
to do nothing is more dangerous than 
to do something which might be 
wrong. 5 

At Paris the United States oceu- 
pied a strategic political position like 
that of some army corps on which de- 
pends victory or defeat. A world look- 
ed to us for salvation. The United 
States senate paralyzed the power of 
America by holding the arm of the 
president. We did nothing. By that 
inaction we probably cost the world 
as many hives and‘as much wealth as 
the world’s war, and so hurt the pres- 
tige and influence of our beloved na- 
tion that it will take a quarter of a 
century for us to recover. 

My point is that democracy de- 
mands faith in its own representative 
system, for without this faith there 
can be no political courage, and with- 
out political courage there can be no 
democratic victories. Of course, there 
is politiéal’ risk in following such a 
principle” Bat a ‘people too timid 
to put their faith to thé jéeopard of 
a risk can never’ hope to lead the 
world. On 
world Anierica has won the ‘undying 
admiration of, men for her courage. 
Are we willing, in the arena of peace, 
to forfeit this admiration and to go 
down in history as political ‘cowards, 
too timid to rust owr own principles

| Ancient Frontier C ity of Poland | 


Washington, D. C. March 18.— 
(Special.)—The proposal to move. the 
capital of Portugal from Lisbon to 
Coimbra reported in recent dispatches 
following reyolutionary activities, 
would not mean giving Portugal a 
new capital so much as restoring a 
very old one, This is pointed out 
in a bulletin just issued by the Na- 
tional Georgraphic society dealing 
with the important part Coimbra has 
played in Portuguese history. 
“Coimbra, 120 miles north of Lis- 

n, was as truly a frontier town in 
its time, as Wichita, El Paso or Car- 
son City,”. says the bulletin. “But 
that time was ten centuries ago, not 
less than one; and the Coimbrans de- 
fended their lines not against red In- 
diang but against black Moors. Fight- 
ing the infidels was the old world’s 
most popular outdoor sport in those 
days, and the flowef of Europe’s chiv- 
alry—¥renchmen, Englishmen, Dutch- 
men and Germans—helped at odd 
times to make Coimbra ‘safe for Chris- 
tianity’ and te keep it a white man’s 
country. It fell permanently to the 


the capital of the region which be- 
fore long became the new kingdom of 
Portugal. 
Portugal Had Three Capitals. 
“When the Moors had been pushed 
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bra, near Th. Fountain of Love,’ she 
was murdered by courtiers, jealous 
of her influence. When Pedro came 
to the throne he had the actual mur- 
derers tortured to death before his 
palace in Coimbra, And then he 
staged one of the most unusual inci- 
dents in all history. He had _ the 
bedy of his murdered wife exhumed, 
placed on a throne and crowned, and 
compelled all. hia nobles to pass and 
do obeisance to the body. This ‘queen 
who reigned after her death,’ as one 
Portuguese poet has expressed it, was 
then interred with great pomp in a 
handsome sarcophagus in the convent 
of Alcobaca where the body of the 
king now lies beside her. 
Old World Pueblo. 

“Coimbra is a city on the side of 
a hill—almost a bluff. From the fare 
ther bank of the Mondego it seems, 
with ite white buildings rising ‘tier 
over tier, like a gigantic old world 
pueblo. At the top of the bill rises 
the university, its gray clock-tower 
topping all else.

Precarious Position of 
Lloyd George Govern- 
ment Proves Another 
Stumbling Block.

Paris, Mareh 18.—(Special.)— 
Since I discussed the Genoa confer. 
ence from London, the American note 


declining the invitation to participate 
has changed the whole European situ- 
ation. At the moment of writing from 
Paris it is possible, even likely, that 


the conference will be held, but it! 


will no longer be thought that the 
conference itself can. have far-reach- 
ing . consequences. 

The reasons are several. Laying 
aside the effect of the American re- 
fusal, two factors remain: First, the 
political situation of Lloyd George; 
second, the undisguised hostility o¢ 
France to the Genoa project, which 
goes back to Cannes and Briand, 

As to the British situation, Genoa 
in its genesis was a Georgian proposal 
directed at the British electorate. Po- 
litical circumstances convinced the 
British premier that a general elec- 
tion based on the Iris) settlement and 
the Washington conference and the 
Genoa project was not only desirable 
but necessary. 

Now the election is postponed, ow- 
ing to the British political crisis, the 
Irish settlements “gone bad,” and the 
debates in the senate which suggest 
danger for the Washington treaties. 
‘Lloyd George has served notice that 
the tories must change their methods 
or he'll resign. Paris believes his 
resignation is already written. Any- 
how, the main problem now is wheth- 
er he has lost interest now that Genoa 
cannot supply the political advantages 
honed for. 

As to the French, they are opposed 
to Genoa because Britain advocated it. 
While the project was discussed the 
battle of the British and French was 
going on. Briand’s overthrow was 
partly a eonsequence of Washington, 
partly a result of other successes by 
British diplomacy over French, and 
a general distrust of Lloyd George 
then existing in France. 


Scepticism Continues. 


~ Nevertheless, at Boulogne, Poin- 
care, having succeeded Briand, agreed 
to Genoa and consented that the Rus- 
sians be admitted but should not have 
actual recognition. He consented re- 
luctantly, however, since it is a set- 
tled French belief that every confer- 
ence turns out a French disaster. 
Today distrust and scepticism con- 
tinue. The French would be glad if 
Genoa were postponed indefinitely or 
should not come off at ‘all. The Lloyd 
George crisis awakened much dis- 
quiet, the American note, not unex- 
expected, had even uhhappier effects. 
Much as France disagrees with Brit- 
ain and troubles about American pur- 
poses, few Frenchmen actually desire 
a real break with either nation. 
Lioyd George, after his period of 
greatest popularity in France after the 
war, became the most hated marf in 
France. His successes brought down 
several French ministries. In recent 
meaths the French press has very gen- 


ei 
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erally assailed him. Now, when it 
is clear he may retire, the French 
are sobered by the realization that he 
may be followed by a labor or inde- 
pendent liberal ministry which will 
not only refuse France a treaty guar- 
antee, but turn its back on France, 
and seek to build up an Anglo-Ger- 
man or Anglo-German-Russian com- 
bination. 

Thus there has been a marked 
shift of French sentiment, not only 
toward Lloyd George but also toward 
Britain. The bitterness of the Wash- 
ington days does not find a present 
| Fepetition. Instead there is appre- 
hension that there may be a revolu- 
tion in British politics, a complete 
divorce between France and Britain, 
with no alliance treaty or guarantee 
actually ratified. At least France 
hopes that before Lloyd George retires 
the Anglo-French guarantee treaty 
will be ratified, for it believes that if 
British radicals came into power they 
would not repudiate such an agree- 
ment, although they never would make 
one. 

As to American Note. 

As to the American note: On the 
surface the refusal of the United 
States to go to Genoa echoed the 
French objection, thus strengthening 


French opposition. American hostility 
to meeting the Russians also fell in 
with French feeling and was equally 
welcome, Nevertheless, the French 
did feel that under the surface the 
American note was markedly unfriend- 
ly to France and so was dangerously 
significant. one 

If the French are not interested 
in having the Genoa conference, they 
are vitally interested that the United 
States participate in European recon- 
struction, and the real meaning of the 
Hughes note to them was that the 
United States was not prepared to do 
this. Now it does not matter how 
often the statement is made in Ameri- 
ca that the United States is not com- 
ing back to Europe, the fact remains 
that Europe generally and France par- 
ticularly still built their main hopes 
of ultimate relief upon the American 
return. 

Today the French are ready to 
agree to an enormous reduction in 
the German ‘reparations. The famous 
Checquers plan agreed on in December 
by both the British and French pro- 
posed a division of the sum of the 
German reparations of one hundred 
and thirty-five billion gold marks into 
two parts, one to be set aside indef- 
initely, the other, amounting to 
seventy billion marks, or seventeen 
billion dollars, to be tranformed into 
a loan to be turned over to German 
creditors. Germany thus would sell 
bonds and pay her creditors with 
the proceeds, later paying off the 
principal, Oe 

American Aid Nevessary. 


But such a loan:-is only sellable in 
the United States. If America would 
not buy German securities, no other 
country could. Moreover, the other 
half of the total was to be set aside 
with the expectation to be cancelled 
when the United States was prepared 
to cancel the allied debts. The 
Checquers plan, representing as reas- 
onable a proposal as has yet been pre- 
sented, carried all sorts of provisions 
for reducing the armies of occupation, 
preventing future occupations of Ger- 
man territory, etcetera. But it was 
based upon two ideas, the American 
flotation of a huge German loan and 
the American cancellation of the allied 
debts. , am 

Now the checquers plan is in the 
discard; and there remains the deter- 
mination of France never to consent 
to the reduction of the’total German 
reparations until a similar reduction 
is made in the debt of the allies. 
There is also danger that if pressure 
is brought upon France to pay the 
American loans, she will use force to 
collect what Gerntany owes her. Be- 
fore T left Washington I heard re- 


| peatedly that the first requisite of a 


Burorpean settlement was a reduction 
of the German reparations to a pos- 
sible figure. Europe agrees and 
France agrees, but France feels she 
can only make the reduction if the 
debt of the allies is similarly reduc- 
ed. The British are ready to cancel 
if America will. but of course Ameri- 
ca won't. 


Reduction of Forces. 


The second Washington point was 
the reduction of land armaments. The 
French argue that until a real set- 
tlement of the German reparations 
problem the army remains the enly 
weapon available for the collection 
of the German indemnity. If we send 
a sheriff to collect the French debt, 
France will send her army to Ger- 
many. 

The American view is that the rep- 


sible’ figure, and that the French 
armies ought to be cut down until the 
budget is balanced. The French put 
things the other way. They say they 
cannot reduce reparations or their ar- 
mies until their own debts are dis- 
posed of.

THE AMERICAN NOVEL. 


The history of the American nov- 
e] should be one of especial inter- 
est. The first history written by 
Carl Van Doren appears at a time 
when the question is being asked on 
all sides “what is the matter with 
our American novelists ” The Amer- 
ican bookshops from New York to 
California are crowded with books 
On every subject under the sun by 
English writers who have had the 
lead for the past few years. 

The author of this most interest- 
ing summary traces the develop- 
ment of the American novel from 
coloniai times back to the outbreak 
of the American revolution. The 
first chapter which discusses the 
beginning of fiction will be of in- 
terest to the man of letters as he 
sits quietly in his library and as 
well to the student who is doing 
research work in his senior college 
year. : 

Mr. Van Doren calls this volume 
of nearly 300 pages “a chapter in 
the history of the American imagi- 
nation.” One very § interesting 
statement he makes is that “except 
for the works of Irving, which con- 
sisted of short stories to avoid any 
rivalry with Scott, the first twent- 
ty years of the nineteenth century 
produced no memorable fiction in 
the United States.” 

And then James Fenimore Coop- 
er, the principal romancer of Amer- 
ica, started out on his gareer as a 
novelist. The reader would do well 
to study severa) of the points in 
his literary works as criticised by 
the author, who makes a general 
survey both historical and critical 
of all the works of the American 
writers mentioned. 

“The spirit and significance of 
Hawthorne, Henry James, 
Dean Howells and Mark Twain are 
fully revealed,” and who were at 
the top of the ladder at that time. 

The chapter entitled “The Bight- 
les and Their Kin,” the ten years 
from 1880 to 1890, it is said, pro- 
duced more good novels than any 
other American decade. Besides the 
above, it was the decade which saw 
the brilliant successes of Marion 
Crawford, General Lew Wallace's 
“Ben Hur,” and quite a number of 
other well-remembered writers. 

Another thing about the Ameri- 
can novel and the American author, | 
he was no imitator—it had its own 
traditions. It was faithful to 
American life. No matter where 
it was located, the American novel 
remained truly American. 

Just about this time there was 
introduced really a department of 
sentimentalism and the sentimental 
novels of E. P. Roe and other writ- 
ers of this style reaped a harvest: 
It is here that America found her- 
self in tears over Frances Hodg- 
son Burnett’s “Little Lord Fauntle- 
roy” and Amelia EdithsBarr, whose 
swift and sentimental pen simply 
ran riot over the fields of fiction. 
And we must not forget Anna Kath- 
erine Green, John Esten Cooke, 
Marion Crawford, Bret Harte, and 
it is here that we will also men- 
tion Mrs. Helen Hunt Jackson who 
wrote “Ramona” in 1884, following 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” by Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, and Margaret De- 
land’s “John Ward, Preacher,” as 
well as Mrs. Humphraq Ward's 
“Robert Elsmere,” which are 
among the well-remembered stories. 

And We must not forget Edward 
Bellamy’s “Looking Backward 
2000." I believe the book went 
around the world, I know that it 
found its way in every little town 
in Georgia. Just about this time 
Frank R. Stockton—as wide as the 
poles from Bellamy—deserted his 
trade for literature, and made a 
real success by plunging into the 
forest for fairy tales. He was also 
author of the short story, “The Lady 
and the Tiger.” 

If we should close this summary 
without mentioning F. Hopkinson 
Smith’a “Colonel Carter of Carters- 
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tain, by contrast, is fiscally sound, 
but her economic situation vdesperate. 
If she cannot restore the world mar- 
kets and get two million unemployed 
at work she is in for q different kind 
of breakdown. In this situation the 
British are ready to cancel the 
K'rench loans, provided France will 
reduce the German reparations. But 
the British policy is futile because 
of the American view. 

It is true, however, that the effect 
upon the British of the Washington 
conference was a perception of the 
Anglo-French quarrels in America, 
the increased American hostility to 
European adventures, and if British 
diplomacy scored over French, the 
Amefican reluctance to go to Europe 
was more immediately expensive to 
Britain than to France. 7 

Better Relations. 

Therefore, I found in London a 
strong drift toward better and closer 
relations between France and Britain, 
although that would disappear if a 
radical government should succeed 
Lloyd George. 

What was the French reaction to 
the Washington conference? The 
French feel that they made stupid 
blunders, presented their case bard:« 
and won capital ships made a prepos- 
terous qlaim, since no Frenchman con- 
siders the construction of battleships 
possible in the near future.

Los Angeles, Cal., March 9.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.) —We are the 
only people in the world -who estimate 
beauty in terms of cost. Imagine, if 
you can, a French guidebook referripg 
to Notre Dame as “our $10,000,000 
cathedral,” and the Mona Lisa as 
“the most heavily insured picture ex- 
tant.” Yet, scattered all over this land 
of boost and plenty we have our 
“$5,000,000 statehouses,” “million- 
dollar theaters,” “hundred-thousand- 
dollar libraries” and “$50,000 orches- 
tras.” Money is our measure of suc- 
cess, material or artistic. 


It is easy, therefore, to understand 
how the bell-ringers of the movies 
should have seized upon these fiscal 
superlatives to exploit their wares. 
It was the one measure everybody 
was sure to understand, and so for 
years our peppy Barnums have been 
regaling the villagers with tales of 
Hortense Hoppe-Head’s $25,000 Per- 
kinese pups, the $50,000 Sable coat of 
Gloria Gorgeous and Harold Hand- 
some’s salary that, if placed end to 
end, would reach from here to Helen 
gone. : 


Unfortunately, however, these 
stories have had unlooked-for effects. 
Every day I meet charming, but in- 
dignant, people who say, “I have just 
read that this little blonde ~ pinhead, 
Edythe Excellent, is paid $5,000 a 
week. Well, I hope the poor fish 
chokes, and I hope I get my hope.”

Tragedy Shows State of Mind. 

It has taken an unhappy tragedy to | 
one of our directors to reveal just 
these states of mind; and nobody has 
been mote shocked by the results of 
our silly publicity than the motion 
picture people themselves. Eastern 
newspapers now drifting back to Cal- 
ifornia are painting pictures of a 
“movie colony” that surpass anything 
our wildest directors ever put on the 
screen to show decadence and crime.

This modern Gomorrah is known 
the world over as Hollywood, and, ac- 
cording to popular imagination, its 
streets are lined with dance halls, 
eabarets, magnificent os joints 
and opium dens, the denizens of the 
film colony working but one or two 
temperamental hours a day, devoting 
the other twenty-three to delicious sin. 
Movie queens, in inlaid limousines, 
roll through the golden avenues to 
meet wicked directors intent upon 

y ruin, bathing parties 
unge into tanks of eau-de- 
cologne, while beautiful “Snow Birds” 
attend cocaine parties at which the 
Japanese servants administer drugs 
7 gp needles ; — avery neers 
police, ais e blonde curls 
of your u film, favorite, drag 
her from some subterranean hop-joint.

Secret Sins? 


Ha, ha! but how about its secret 
sins? May it not be true that there 
is an underground life among these 
cinemaleptics of which I know not? 
Possibly. d so the other day I 
took a fortifying sniff of snow and 
set out for police headquarters, there 
to learn from our alert guardians the 
real truth of Hollywood's carnival of 
crime, 


“Captain Horn,” says I, “I am the 
special correspondent of The Denver 
Dirt-Disher, and I want the real dope 
on. Hollywood.” 


The last five months was all we 
had time for, but in those five’ mon 
I learned these police facts: The 
had not been one arrest for prostitu- 
tion or peddling narcotics; not one 
complaint from any resident regard- 
ing a “wild party,” and not one call 
to raid a single house or apartment. 
Arrests for felonies averaged less than 
three a week, and half of these were 
made at the request of outside com- 
munities. Of persons arrested for of- 
fenses (other than violations of the 
traffic ordinance), not one was em- 
ployed in the motion pictures.

In fact, I know of eight or ten near- 
film favorites, three of whom are stars 
of about the fourth magnitude, whose 
definition of fun is to get quite drunk 
at dinners and throw things about in 
childish abandon; but a friend of 
mine who attended one of their par- 
ties told me it was utterly witle§s and 
only mildly obscene. 

Big Salaries “All Bunk.” 

But how about their salaries? I 
hear you ask. Well, it is in this 
department that our publicity hounds 
have exaggerated the most. Charlie 
Chaplin “million-dollar yearly  sal- 
ary’ was the sheerest bunk. He did 
not receive one-quarter that sum and, 
from this must be deducted the cost 
of production (and if you know any- 
thing about such things you'll know 
it is very high) and last, but by no 
means least, the income tax, which is 
collected with almost diabolic enthusi- 
asim. 

It is*true certain spectacular stars 
have purchased red-white-and-blue au- 
tomobiles of sensational design and 
fabulous cost, but you would be

Constitutional Amend- 
ment Provides State 
Fund for Road Buildimg, 
Says Association Head.

In a statement given. t6 the press 
Saturday by J. B. niel, of La- 
Grange, president of the Georgia Good 
Roads association, assurance is given 
the voters of the state who are in- 
terested . obtaining good roads for 
Georgia by mieans of the proposed 
$75,000,000 road bond issue that not 
one penny’s additional property tax 
will be put upon the pedple by means 
of these bon 

Specific provision is made in the 
pro constitutional amendmént 
against this, Mr. Daniel said : 

“The next legislature simply must 
provide a state fund for road building 
or forfeit participation in federal aid. 
There is no way out of this, and the 
sensible thing to do is to provide a 
fund of sufficient size to guarantee 
completion of the state highway sys- 
tem in keeping with the standards 
required by federa! engineers on all 
federal-aid roads, while we are at it. 

“In the last four years Georgia has 
dropped from fourth to fourteenth 
place in agricultural rating among the 
states. She stands forty-first in edu- 
cation, and only this week our local 
ae carried a news item under a 
Vashington date line giving census 
figures of the United States. govern- 
ment which show Georgia losing pop- 
ulatio to other states, although we 
boast a climate and soil that ig un- 
surpassed. Georgia’s undeveloped 
agricultural and mineral resources are 
a crying shame upon the state, and 
yet we hesitate to do the very thing 
that is going to’ remedy these condi- 
sili pg , good roads all over the 
state. 

“Permeate our mountains and plains 
with highways and let the people here 
get a vision of what we really have 
and then watch Georgia grow.”

Land, state regent, in 
presenting the scholarship memorial 
the past week to the University of 
Georgia, said in part: — 

“* am here ay to fulfill a com- 
sussion from the Daughters of the

dead of the world war and to the

“In presenting a memorial in honor

The Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution have 
evinced their deep interest in this 
phase of education by large contribn- 
tions to the Martha Berry schools. We 
wish also to upholc our state univer- 
sity in bearing the torch of higher 
education still higher, for never in the 
history of this country has there been 
such crying need as now for the up- 
lifting and purifying power of a truly 
high and noble education. People are 
fast losing their belief in the truly 
noble and exalted sentiments and are 
rapidly coming te believe in absolute-

The. General Federation of Women’s 
Clabs biennial convention will be held 
at, Coantasqe, N. ¥., June 10-30, 


Reduced railroad rates have been 
granted by the various nger as- 
sociations to clubwomen and, visitors 
attending the biennial. A round trip 
rate of one and one-half current fare 
has been granted on .the identification 
certificate plan by the railroads gen- 
erally throughout. the. country. 

Geing tickets will be sold June 15- 
1. 1922. Final return ‘limit to reach 
original starting point not later than 
midnight of July 6, 1922. 

Validation of Tickets, 


Tickets will be validated at Chau- 
taugua by agents at the regular ticket 
offices of the lines over which tickets 
read into Chautauqua from June. 19- 
July 6, inclusive, and when validated 
tickets will be good for return leaving 
on any day without final limit. 


Summer excursion rates of one and 
one-third current fare for the round 
trip will be in effect from many cities, 
including Memphis and New Orleans. 
Tiekets on sale beginning June 1, 
1922, zood for return until October 
31, 1922. 

Delegates and visitors from these 
places may purchase summer excur- 
sion tickets reading to Chicago, St. 
Louis, Memphis or New Orleans, and 
from there purchase a round trip tick- 
et on the identification certificate plan 
to Chautauqua, N. Y., which would 
bear final return limit of July 6, 
1922, to city from which purchased. 


In compliance with the riquire-

Identification Certificate. 


The small identification certificate 
properly filled out veth name, club, 
ete., when presented and surrendered 
to the railway ticket agent, will 
cuthorize him to sell a round trip 
ticket to Chautauqua for one and one- 
half fare. 

The identification certificate is ap- 
plicable to club delegates and — 
ent members of their families. top- 
overs granted on all tickets on either 
the going or return. trip or both pro- 
vided, however, that the passenger 
notifies the conductor before arrival 
at tne stor-over point, and immediate- 
ly on arrival, deposits ticket with the

Fads in Flower Growing; 
The Calendar of Planting 


The smell of the damp soil in the 
springtime! Is there anything more 
srateful to the true nature lover? 
Even the scene of the flowers has 


seareely the same appeal, because 
there is creative promise in the odor 
of the soil that nourishes the embry- 
onic bud, and, after all, in flowers 
as in most things, the greatest hap- 
piness is in anticipation. 

The blossoms one buys may be 
lovely, but only the grower knows the 
1eal joy in the blooming flowers, be- 
cause he has watched them and tend- 
ed them; and loved them through their 
whole career. 

Here in Atlanta ‘women are busy 
with many things, but happily they 
have not grown away from the rais- 
ing of flowers, and a gratifying cir- 
‘umstance about it was brought out 
by one of the florists last week, asso- 
ciated with Atlanta’s oldest green- 
houses, 

Splendid Garden City. 


“How do Atlanta women compare 
vith the women in other cities in the 
love and cultivation of flowers?’ he 
was asked one day last week, when a 
i-alminess in the air on a day of fitful 
sunshine tempted one irresistibly to 
the out-of-doors. 

“Atlanta is an unusually good gar- 
den city,” was the answer, “and the 
women have a genuine love for flowers 
——J say genuine, because the weight 


of their demand is not. for exotics,/ 


which are usually of short season, but 
for the things that last longest and, 
therefore, afford a longer season of 
enjoyment. 

“Tt was my experience in the north 
that the women’s demand tended 
more to flowers like American beau- 
ties and lilies of the valley and such 
expensive things, and I suspect large- 
‘ly because they were expensive. The 
irue lover of flowers loves them for 
themselves and not for their market 
price, and so I think it is an admira- 
ble trait of Atlanta women that they 
love flowers, but show commonsense 
in their selection of them.” 

Inconsistency Shown. 

The inconsistency of women is not 
‘acking. however, for when the florist 
was asked “what kind of plants have 
you the most demand for?’ his prompt 


answer was, “The kinds of which we 
have the least.” 


“Do women, then, have 
planting?’ 

“So much so that it is impossible 
to know in advance how to equip our- 
selves. One season all the women 
want the same thing; we sell out, and 
the next season buy much more of 
the same thing. But something else 
has taken the place of this selection 
and all the women have turned their 
attention to another fad.’ 

Atlanta has, according to this same 
florist’s statement,:a very trying cli- 
mate for the growth of flowers because 
there is no certainty about the dates 
of the changing seasons. Farther 
south the seasons rotate almost as ex- 
actly as the calendar would indicate, 
and farther north the conditions of 
change are similar. But in Atlanta 
the autumn is sometimes so mild that 
the bulbs which have been planted for 
epring bloom progress so rapidly that 
they are ready to push up out of the 
ground when the heavy frosts come 
and injure them, Two weeks of warm 
epring weather in February, with the 
bringing out of buds, is often fol- 
lowed, as we all know, by blizzard 
weather in March, that stunts or kills 
the growing things, but in spite of 
all) that there is a long season for 
flowers, and if one knows how to an- 
ticipate trouble one can _ protect 
against it 

Dahlias Are Fashionable. 


“You often hear people say that 
Gahlias do not flourish in Atlanta,” 
said the expert. “They are getting 
very popular here, but growers of 
them will find that late planting 
brings good results. Too early plant- 
ing will bring the blooms too early 
in August, perhaps, when the-«days 
are hot and the nights are short. If 
they are planted late they do not reach 
their maturity until September, and 
then conditions gre ideal for their 
best development. We do not plant 
ours until about the middle of June. 

“The rotation of planting for the 
best results is about like this: Bulbs 
in the fall, between November 20 and 
December 10; shrubs, coniferous, like 
cedars, and - deciduous (blooming 
shrubs), these last incliding ever- 
greens like cape jasmine, must

Clare Sheridan, sculptress, author 
of “Mayfair to Moscow,” a diary of 
her trip to turbulent, chaotic Russia, 
one of the most fascinating books 
published during 1921, proves in the 
accompanying illustration that she is 
as domestic as she is fearless and 
clever. Mrs. Sheridan’s first trip to 
America was during 1910. Her pres- 
ent trip is her second to this country. 

“T always take root anywhere in 
a week (unless the place is unusually 
uncongenial),” she says. Judging 
by her recent picture, she has de- 
cidedly taken root in California, in 
spite of the fact that she was recently 
reported as attending the fantastic 
and favorably criticized Chauve- 
Souris, in New York, accompanied by 
her small son, Richard Brinsley Sheri- 
dan, a direct descendant, by the way. 
of the author of the “School of Scan- 
dal,” /known as “Dick,” and her 
daughter, Margaret. 

“IT have been asked why I. a wom- 
an alone. ventured into the bolshevik 
midst? I claim that the mere fact 
of being a woman alone arouses the 
chivalry of those one meets. I felt 
in Moscow what I have felt since I 
landed in New York, the instinctive 
chivairy of man towards a stranger 
in his midst.” 


What Is Communism? 


Mrs. Sheridan while in Russia 
spent much time in trying to see the 
communist point of view. One of the 
men said te her: “But it is quite 
right you should carry your own 
wood. Communism means each 
should help himself.” 

“I replied that that was nothing 
new; that self-help was the oldest 
deep-rooted feeling in the world, and 


bloom now. A low plant of the agave 
family, a single stalk has in three 
weeks’ time shot as straight as an 
arrow about four feet high, and the 
buds are growing out of the top in-a 
cluster probably eight inches long.

“It is obvious that this is little more 
than the barest subsistence diet, yet 
the salary for one month was hardly 
more than enough to purchase a 
pound of black bread on the open mar- 
ket. It was quite inadequate to buy 
any article of clothing. e situation 
of those belongirg to even the most 
essential professions is quite as bad.” 

The cases of the Russia peasant 
women are equa'ly bad.

Study Versus Politics Is 


Mrs. Howsman's Theme 


“Parent-Teacher associations of 
Georgia have one of the biggest fields 
of work that face any group of wom- 
en in the state. They must plan a 
definite program, however, if they 
would measure up to their best op- 


portunity. On the other hand, if they 
allow themselves to be drawn away 
from main issues by associational ap- 
peals, prompted by politics or preju- 
dice, religious or otherwise, they will 
Very promptly go on the rocks,” 

This was the gist of Mrs. George 
M. Howsmon’s speech made before 
the Fifth District Parent-Teacher as- 
sociation Friday morning. 

The force and sincerity of her ad- 
dress, the constructive ideas she put 
forward, made the meeting sit up 
and take notice. 

“The P.-T. A. is the only organiza- 
tion,” said Mrs. Howsmon, “that 
deals directly with parents and chil- 
dren. It has'a wonderful privilege 
as well as duty in an educational 
way, but when it allows itself to be 
drawn into politics in personal issues 
or prejudices, its usefulness is im- 
paired. 

“The association must study com- 
munity conditions affecting the wel- 
fare of the young... With the pur- 
pose of arousing a sentiment of com- 
munity responsibility.” 

Study of Laws. 

“Study of laws affecting the wel- 
fare of children by officially appoint- 
ed commissions began nine years ago. 
During the fitst six .years official 
bodies were appointed in five states 
and the District of Columbia. In the 
‘last three years, the movement has 
grown, and seventeen states are now 
included among those that have of- 
ficially recognized the importance of 
improving legislation for 
the protection of children.” 


Child Welfare. 


“The development of child welfare 
commissions on children’s code com- 
missions or committees has been ac- 


companied by an active ¢ampaign of 
education by national child welfare 
organizations and local groups. The 
states that have the most progres- 
Bive laws for children now, have se- 
cured them through the children’s 
code, which compiled all existing laws 
with suggestions of necessary chang% 
and addition of necessary new laws, 
These codes were usually the result of 
a commission appointed by the legis- 
lature, which studied the gubject, 
drew up the code and presented it to 
legislatures. In most instances the 
code was passed with no more ef- 
vee, than it took to pass a single 
aw. 


“The mee covered include the 
safeguarding of health, school attend- 
ance, regulating of employment, pro- 
tection against corruption of morals, 
special provision and training for 
méntal defective and physically handi- 
capped, care and training of depend- 


dealing with delinquent children and 
supervision of agencies and _insti- 


tutions.” 
Metheds Employed. 


“The methods employed substitutes 
for the spasmodic and often. little- 
considered proposals of amendménts 
to state laws. | 
“The idea of children’s code com- 
mission in Georgia originated with the 
Georgia council of social agencies. At 
a meeting of this council, after dis- 
cussing legislation of child welfare 
laws, a statewide committee drew up 
a bill providing for a children’s code 
commission, which was introduced 
last ‘year and passed the house of 
representatives, but not th esenate, 
If pushed this year in the senate, 
the chances are that it will become 
a law. The state P.-T. A. is a mem- 
ber of this state council of social 
agencies and every P.-T. A. should 
consider it a privilege to belong to 
the State P.-T. A., and help educate 
parents on laws affecting child wel- 
fare and give every boy and girl a 
chance in life.”

3S THE great American heart 
beating to a rhythm of jazz? Is 
the throbbing, pulsing heart of 
America atune to jazz? Is the 
great heart that was recently so 
superbly splendid in the glory 
of sacrifice—is that great heart 
measuring i{s clean blood to a 
* jazz strain? Is this true? Or is it merely 
an obsession of the reformers and the pro- 
fessional dampener of joy? Is this cry 
against jazz a whim? Do the professionally 
long-of-tace and Bitter-of-heart use jazz as 
a lever to separate ‘us from what gives 
us legitimate pleasure? 


Is jazz simply a catchword whereby they 
can assault the whole of our yrld of 
precious amusement? Are jazz decriers re- 
sponsible for putting.the blues into the 
laws? 


Or is the outcry against jazz taken up 
with the homes, where mothers have a 
vital fear for their young? Is this outcry 
taken up by mothers who instinctively 
flutter to protect their young against the 
pernicious and the insidious? 

Is the cry taken up by the sensitive soul 
of the artist who fears for the safety of 
that which is most precious to him? The 
artist, the musician, the writer? Have they 
who hold their arts most dear cried out 
against the intrusion of jazz? 

Have these mothers, these artists, the 
sensitive of soul, not taken up this, cry? 
Daily their echoes are heard in the press. 

“Much emotion, much commotion and 
little social locomotion,” is the way Rev. 
Dr. J. J. Phelan, Ph. D., social survey spe- 
cialist, author and lecturer, eharacterizes 
the modern age. - Dr. Phelan is emphatic 
“because he has just completed a survey 
of dancing conditions in America. 

There are many. details in-such a sur- 
vey which cannot be given publication, it 
geems, but what facts Dr. Phelan is will- 
ing to speak are damning evidence against 
jazz. Immorality, delinquency of minors, 
unspeakable sanitary conditions, broken 
nerves—these are some of the unpleasant 
terms which occur over and over in this 
, worker’ s estimate of the dance, the great- 
‘est American amusement, excluding mo- 
vies. 


OW the reformiers may talk-until the 
N curtain falls on generalities and .we, 
of the varied and sundry interests, turn 
a deaf ear to them. Their cry that the 
world must be made a better place to live 
in means nothing to our ears, which have 
become accustomed to the cry. We are 
deaf or indifferent to generalities. 

But when concrete. facts are placed be- 
fore us we stop to consider. In the rush 
and push of our lives we stop to consider 
actual things that stare us in the face. 
Facts and figures startle us where gen- 
eralities do not touch. 

Here comes a social worker, a reformer, 
after a manner of speaking, with a fund 
of testimony and statistics he has gath- 
ered systematically. It is not the old 
sweeping statement that the world is bad, 
that dancing is bad, that there must be 
reform. Here are simply the facts as Dr. 
Phelan has gathered them. A cold, formal 
report which seems to say, “Take it or 
leave it, as you will.” 

When the matter is put up ts us Pe that 
way we stop to consider. “We say to our- 
selves: “We have observed in a supérficial 
way. Here is a man who has taken the 
trouble to survey intelligently and syste- 
matically. Our personal conclusions can 
mean little beside the truth of statistics.” 

In fact, we stand in awe of the very 
word statistics. It is a real word. Cold 
and vital. We stand in awe. 

Then, too, Ur. Phelan is equipped with 
degrees from Harvard, Chicago and To- 
do universities and has written many 
books on the subject of our amusements. 
He has made an extensive study of the 
social sciencés and has had a long experi- 
ence in assembling statistics. 

When Dr. Phelan talks about jazz we 
at least sit up and listen. 


This “unbiased study of the effect of. 


social dancing in its many phases, both 
public and private and extending over the 
period of the past five years,” covers all 
the larger cities of each state in the union. 
The results are compiled from question- 
naires circulated among field workers, 
patrons of the dance, probation officers, 
policewomen and settlement workers.

That, although dancing itself is glorified

‘speech, the modern dance is clumsy, de- 


bilitating; demoralizing and destroying. 

“The solution of our modern problems 
lies ima proper consideration of recrea- 
tion, amusement and the use of leistre 
time,” says Dr. Phelan. 


In Cleveland a study was made of 56,000 
delinquent boys and girls. 
that three out of four of these cases show- 
ed a direct. connection between delin- 
quency and thé habitual use of spare time. 
The ‘test was made in a number of dif- 
ferent cities with the same results. 

Educational psychology is saying that 
we must capture the instincts of the peo- 
ple at play if we would capture the people 
themselves. This statement, if properly 
digested, will carry to the mind an idea 


. Of the ‘terrific importance of . play. 


‘Perhaps in our puritanism we have neg- 
lected this instinct. Perhaps the nation 
at last cried.out for what it had long been 
denied... Perhaps we have beén too busy 
clearing away, woods and red men and in 
building skyscrapers to devote a proper 
thought to play. Perhaps wheh we give 
the play instinct the proper consideration 
certain direct problems will, of them- 
selves pass away.

In the 
present article he writes of the debu- 
tante, her training and her introduction 
into society.

41 0-0-00-00-bang-bang” went the jazz 
orchestra, in its barbarous waves 
of melody that always remind me 
of that Russian opera “Boris,” 
with its - deep, thundering 
rhythm. The jazz of society is 
quite different from the awful 
noises that first went by. that 

name. There is something magnificent 
about it. The debutantes were respond- 
ing to its cali and having a wonderful 
time, in the first dance of the season. 
As they danced and frolicked in youthful 
gaiety, one would not refrain from won- 
dering why thesé young women are taken 
so seriously, that their social doings are 
heralded far and wide; their photographs 
reproduced in the newspaper every win- 
ter, from Maine to Florida and from Bal- 
timore to San Francisco. 

No matter what city she hails from, a 
girl's first season is a very important time 
of her life. She is trained from birth for 
a position in society. If she is not popu- 
lar during her first winter the effect will 
be felt all through her life, and she will 
find it hard to drive away the unfavor- 
able impression. Nine times out of ten 
the fault is not hers. She has done every- 
thing in the world to gain success. Fail- 
ure simply means that she is homely, or 


awkward, a poor dancer, or just plain 


stupid,-and it is the business of the giri’s 
parents to put her through such a vigor- 
ous course of training that she may over- 
come any natural defects. 

All of the young girls, whether attrac- 
tive or not, are trained under masters in 
outdoor sports, dancing, culture of the 
speaking voice, and good manners gener- 
_ally.. Naturally, the debutante of beauty 
‘or winning personality has everything in 
her favor. 


Wealth does not always mean anecess. 


I know of one young woman whose fam- 
ily, bankers for several generations, gave 
her the best advantages, yet she was a 
dismal failure. She disliked dancing and 
nearly everything else that the “deb” is 
supposed to like. That season a girl of 
limited means but of a strong personality 
was the “hit” of the. winter. 

During the first season a debutante is 
on her feet all the time practically, ex- 
cept when asleep. She dances; she goes 
to the dressmakers for fittings; she as- 
sists in charity entertainments, selling 
programs, flowers, cigarettes and fans; 
she is a volunteer in active, organized 
charity work—and she filis any leisure 
time by going to luncheons, dinners, by 
posing for photographs, by going to the 
hairdresser’s, or by making calls. 


HAT old idea~of a debutante being a 
butterfly is all bosh. 

.A score of lovely bobbed-hair debutantes 
swarming into the palm court of the Plaza 
or the Ritz, preceding a dinner or a dance, 
indeed look like butterflies with their flut- 
tering draperies of dainty color. But there 
the comparison ends. There is nothing 
fraij about them. 

The debutante’s training is begun years 


before her debut, and she is an object of 
much. anxiety, as any mother with a 
daughter approaching the coming-out 
stage will tell you. 


if she is delicate, special attention is 
given to building up her strength. She 
is placed under professionals who strive 
to make her proficient in various lines 
of sport.. Deportment is drilled into her 
until dignity and grace become second 
nature with her and give her that charm-~ 
ing simplicity that must ever characterize 
the true lady. If she is by nature shy, 
her teachers bend all their efforts to mak- 
ing her lose self-consciousness. 

From her earliest years, the future 
debutante attends dancing classes, at 
which she is not allowed to loaf or shirk. 


‘Later she is enrolled in some conserva- 


tive dance club, where she gets into the 
right set and becomes well acquainted. 
For one or two seasons before her debut, 
the “deb’s” mother takes her to a fash- 
jonable summer resort, so that she may 
mix with the boys and girls she will want 
to know later. Friendships made thus at 


‘ fashionable resorts and at schools often 
endure a lifetime.

It is not unexpectéd, the report of this 
determination of one of the best beloved 
actresses of the American stage. Always 
has she been deeply religious, Since her 
virtual retirement from the footlights, 
much of her time has been~spent with 
the sisterhood: and should she determine 
to cast her life jot among them, she will 
be following in the footsteps of many 
other people of the histrionic world who 
renounced the glitter and pomp of the 
make-believe for the quietude of the exis- 
tence of monk and nun, minister and 
evangelist. 

One striking example of this retirement 
is found in the case of Michael J. Byrne. 
He was one of the Byrne brothers, long 
famous for their “Eight Bells.” Mike 
Byrne wos an actor. He appeared in the 
popul:tr offering at various times, but for 
the greater part he was business manager 
of the organization. 

Mike Byrne married Mary Scanlon in 
1894. and the devotion of the*couple was 
remarked in stage annals. Mrs, Byrne 
died in 1908. Her husband never recov- 
ered from the sheck. .Not long after he 
dropped. away from the ken of his asso- 
ciates. Often hig friends inquired after 
genial Mike Byrne, for he was beloved of 
the profession. It was believed that he 
had retired into the country and was liv- 
ing on a farm. 

Then, quite by chance, a band of actors 
visited the federal penitentiary at Atlanta. 
There they discovered Mike Byrne—actor 
no longer, but the Rev. Michael J. Byrne, 
chaplain of the institution. Following 
his wife’s death, he explained, he ‘had 
studied for the priesthood, taken orders, 
and was assigned this charge. His wide 
sxperience and deep insight into human 
nature fitted him particularly for his 
labors among the prisoners. He remain- 
ed there until his death, which occurred 
January 8 of this year after a brief ill- 
ness, " 

Best known in the long list—and it is 
a long one as I shall prove by various 
examples here—was Spencer Houghton 
Cone, one of the foremost clergymen of 
the Baptist church, remembered as a 
great religious leader and gifted orator. 

Cone was the grandfather of Kate Clax- 
ton. That actress will be associated by 
the older generation with-the destruction 
cf the Brooklyn theater, since she was 
playing “The Two Orphans” on the stage 
of that house when it burned with a loss 
of life truly appalling. Cone, in his day, 
had endured a similar experiente, and 
the shock sobered his thoughts and turned 
him to the ministry. 

Spencer Houghton Cone was born in 
1785. He was graduated from Princeton, 
and began his life work as an instructor 
in private schools. The stage intrigued 
him, and before long he quit his academic 
calling to become one of the leading play- 
ers of his day. The stock-star system 
was in vogue then. Cone appeared in 
Philadelphia, Boston and New York, sup- 
porting the famous stars of his time 
and gradually worked from the 
ranks of stardom on his own 
account. 


O seven years passed. Cone 

was called to Richmond, Va., 
for an engagement. It was suc- 
cessful,;-adding many laurels to 
his attainments, and it seemed 
as though hée~were destined to 
remain an actor to the end, 


.. Then ¢ame the catastrophe, The Rich- 


mond theater burned to the ground with 
@ great loss of life. Cone escaped only 
by a miracle, 

From that day he renounced the stage. 
The shock quite unnerved him. When he 
had recovered he found a clerical position 
on the Baltimore American, and two years 
later removed to Washington to accept a 
governmenta] position. Meantime hé had 
studied for the Baptist ministry. Soon 
after his residence in Washington he was 
agcepted as a minister of the faith. 


Spencer Houghton Cone became a tre- 
mendous factor in the religious world, In 


1815 he was appointed chaplain of the 


house of ig tama é a atid eight: years 
later was given ¢harge of the ‘Oliver 
Street . Paes, church in» New York. In

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"1841, he. was assigned to the 
Street church, where he continued’ until 
luis death. 


He .Was élected president of the Bap-° 
“tist. triennial convention of

that John Davis who had discovered Davis 
Straits in the Arctic, did get through the 
Straits of Magellan and; on his return, 
discovered The Falklands by accident. 
But Cavendish, broken by dissipation and 
the diseases of the sea, had turned back 
for Brazil to refit. He died at sea, aged 
barely 32, and not until Anson's day was 
another British squadron to invade those 
waters, ravage the west coast of South 


. America, take the Great Galeon, and come 


home again in triumplt past Good Hope. 
Cavendish died, but his circumnaviga- 

tion was-by~no means futile from any 

family viewpoint. His cousins had their 


- fands, thanks to his loot, and one of them, 


after a notable success: over Irish rebels, 
was made an earl,in 1605. He took his 
title from Devonshire, where the male line 
of the Blounts of Mountjoy had jast run 
out, but the title had no territorial signifi- 
eance. The Cavendish family nas belong- 
ed to Derbyshire since “Building Bess” 
showed her husband how fair a land it 
was. 


‘In the civil war the Cavendishes were 


staunchiy royalist, and one of them died 
before his king at Gainesborough, but 
when Charlies Il. came into his own again 
and strove to brace his shaky throne 
with French gold, they took the other side. 
William, fourth Earl of. Devonshire, was 
a leader of the opposition te the Lords and 
one of the founders of the party of the 
Whigs. : 

His political activity, there is reason to 
believe, was disinterested at the first, but 
a private grudge soon made i a serious 


matter to him. He quarreled with one 
Colepepper in the royal presence, and s0 
far forgot himself as to draw steel. The 
government thought the chance too good 
to lose and, although the earl was regard- 
ed as the finest gentleman in Engiand, 
Chief Justice Jeffreys—afterward of 
Bloody Assizes fame—dassessed against 
him a fine of 36,000 pounds, which would 
have meant SOONG like ‘$3,000,000 
nowadays.
